((See SRaUS'TaRK #157, p. 10.)) I have used at least one such possibility in 196?$t,"or 
X-ll in Xenogogic . The game, which is " now going into the Spring'bf 1905, has' been an ■= 
interesting one for several reasons; one of which is the addition of a province called 
(in all modesty) Peerijave," in much the same manner as Slovenia is used in some "of the 
eastern cities, Tho idea was first suggested to me by Tom Griffin, "although Gene Pros- 
nitz" and John Beshara had almost the same idea at the same time. " One vital difference 
between their version and mine was that Peeri jave is a supply center; whereas Slovenia 
is not, I hope when X-ll i"s through tt run a mail game with a non-sup ply center in the 
same loanti'on. Certainly with Peerijavo as a supply center it immediately became a. 
bone of contention between Italy (Thomas Griffin.) and Austria (.Anders Swenson), in 
spite of this Turkey never really got rolling in the game (as you might have expected 
with Austria moving to seize Peerijavo) "but has fallen before the dominant ®iss«- 
Austrian Alliance tEat has been the main factor in the game. Russia already has 12 
units (Fall "1904) and should get more soon. France is right behind with 10 (due most- 
ly to th'e inactivity of England) but both" Jack Greene (Russiaf and Greg Long (France) 
have done very well. Meanwhile, Italy and Austria appear to be deadlocked; as much a 
result of missed moves, builds., etc. as any tactical situation. ' Certainly in this game 
it would appear that S'lovenia-Peerijavo as a supply center has not been the dominant 
factor. It will be interesting to see if Slovenia-Peeri javo as a non-supply center 
will play a greater or lesser importance in the game.

Rudolpli Dirks, originator of the famous "Katzenjammer Kids" comic strip, died 
at the age of 91 on Saturday 20 April 1968. This strip begs* in 189*7' > and . is the . 
longest-running comic strip in existence, ' 

GPAUSTARK readers will probably recognize the Katzenjammer Kids, Hans and 
Fritz, as the originals of "Prince Johann and Prince Friedrich" who have appeared in 
several press releases in this and other postal Diplomacy publications. This "was not 
the first time that they were the subjects of plagiarism; Mr, Dirks himself borrowed 
them from "Fax und Morita", the creations of Wilhelm Busch, the inventor of the 
comic strip* ' • 

Mr, Dirks, a native of the' Germany whose attitudes and accents the • Katzen jammers 
caricatured, collaborated, with his son, John during the last 15 years. John Dirks 
will continue the strip; A rival strip, "The Captain and the Kfds", was also Dirks' 
creation. In '1912 he moved from the. Hearst to the Pulitzer chain, but Hearst re- 
tained "the original name and hired another c.artoonist. 

Not many people are aware of the fact tliiat the Captain is not the boys' father. 
In the very earliest years of "The Katzen jammer Kids" their father was in evidence, 
but he apparently succumbed to their "pranks. Ever since, the'kids and 3%mma Katzen- 
jammer (the word is German for "hangover") have lived on a tropical "island. "Der 
Captain" and "Der Inspector" resid.e their also, along with a prim tutor named Miss 
Twiddle, a brat kid named Rollo Rhubarb,, and Rollo* s sister Lena, (All these persons 
found places in the "Prince Johann. and Prince Friedrich" press releases.)
